Before  “Perfection”  Retorts  were  put  on  the 
market,  steaming  in  open  boxes  or  vats  with  exhaust 
steam  or  by  boiling  water  were  in  vogue.  These  old 
methods  are  fast  giving  way  to  the  new  and  scientific 
“Perfection”  way.

10  the  practical  mind  it  must  appear  that  because  of  the 
||  conditions  imposed  and  the  great  volume  required,  the 
use  of  exhaust  steam  in  the  treatment  of  wood  for  bending 
| is  wasteful.  It  is  a fact  well  known  to  those  familiar  with 
I the  subject  that  exhaust  steam,  because  of  retained  latent 
heat,  is  of  practically  the  same  heating  value  as  an  equal 
quantity  of  direct  steam.  As  a solutive  in  its  application 
to  wood  for  bending,  it  is  of  relatively  little  value  owing  to 
the  fact  that  it  cannot,  after  its  escape  from  the  engine,  be  confined  as  a 
force.  It  must  be  allowed  free  circulation  and  final  unobstructed  exit  to 
the  atmosphere,  or  subjected  to  rapid  condensation  if  retained,  to  avoid  back 
pressure  on  the  piston  and  consequent  loss  of  power. 

The  disintegrating  influence  of  the  escaping  steam  and  dripping  water  on 
the  buildings  in  which  the  retorts  are  installed  and  all  other  objects  exposed 
to  its  ravages,  is  another  source  of  wastefulness  as  well  as  a great  annoyance 
and  inconvenience.  The  waste  is  increased  by  the  admission  of  air  currents 
to  the  interior  of  the  retort,  tending  to  cool  and  harden  the  surfaces  of  the 
wood  exposed.  This  retards  penetration  and  causes  unequal  distribution 
of  heat  and  moisture  resulting  in  lack  of  uniformity  in  suppleness,  and  mobility 
of  the  fibre,  rendering  it  incapable  of  yielding  to  forms  without  crimping  or 
fracturing. 

Direct  or  Live  Low  Pressure  Steam  applied  under  the  same  conditions 
(expansively  unconfined),  owing  to  greater  energy  expended,  is  rendered  less 
effective  and  vastly  more  wasteful  than  is  the  use  of  exhaust  steam. 

It  requires  in  volume  and  resultant  heat  energy  approximately  six  to  one. 
when  used  in  the  most  perfectly  constructed  retorts  now  in  general  use,  with 
indifferent  results,  as  compared  with  results  obtained  with  High  Pressure 
Steam  Tight  Retorts. 

Where  stock  is  steamed  by  the  low  pressure  methods  it  is  never  possible 
to  steam  the  stock  uniformly  throughout,  as  it  is  necessary  to  oversteam  the 
outside  in  order  to  put  the  inside  in  proper  bending  condition,  and  also  from

the  fact  that  stock  is  not  all  of  the  same  fibres  or  grain,  then  when  the  stock 
comes  to  the  bender,  it  either  breaks  on  the  outside  or  buckles  on  the  inside 
caused  by  the  stock  being  oversteamed  or  cooked  on  the  outside  and  not 
properly  softened  on  the  inside,  then  it  does  not  dry  evenly  and  has  a tendency 
to  not  hold  the  desired  bend  or  shape  after  being  taken  out  of  the  forms, 
also,  in  many  factories  there  occurs  quite  a heavy  breakage  after  the  stock 
is  taken  out  of  the  forms  and  put  in  the  dry-kiln  which  is  caused  by  the 
unevenness  in  steaming  by  the  low  pressure  methods. 

High  Pressure  Steam  enables  manufacturers  to  use  the  required  pressure 
for  the  different  kinds  of  stock  and  different  ages,  and  this  pressure  ranges 
from  thirty  to  forty-five  pounds  which  is  easily  controlled  and  adjusted  by 
a special  reducing  valve.  With  the  High  Pressure  the  pressure  drives  the 
heat  and  moisture  to  the  center  of  the  stock,  softening  the  heart  exactly  the 
same  as  the  outside  and  in  fact,  giving  all  the  stock  throughout,  the  same 
steaming  regardless  of  the  fibres  or  grain;  then  when  the  stock  comes  to  the 
bender,  the  benders  can  be  operated  at  least  one-third  faster  from  the  fact 
that  the  stock  does  not  require  as  much  end  pressure,  and  the  stock  conforms 
to  the  shape  to  be  bent  so  much  easier,  also  stock  will  dry  in  one-third  less 
time  in  the  straps,  and  in  one-half  less  time  in  the  dry-kiln,  from  the  fact- 
the  High  Pressure  does  not  water  soak  the  stock  as  does  the  low  pressure; 
also,  there  is  never  any  after  breakage  with  high  pressure  steaming  from  the 
fact  that  the  stock  has  all  gotten  the  same  amount  of  steam. 

With  the  use  of  high  pressure  steam  you  can  bend  material  absolutely 
green  on  account  that  the  high  pressure  breaks  up  the  sap  cells,  forcing  out 
practically  all  the  sap  and  acids  which  will  leave  your  stock  in  a good  dry 
condition  after  being  bent;  this  feature  alone  is  worth  the  price  of  high  pres- 
sure Retorts  as  it  enables  manufacturers  to  use  their  stock  in  the  condition 
they  receive  it,  without  having  to  pile  their  lumber  or  waiting  for  months 
for  it  to  dry.

Small  Intake  Pipe  — Economical 

The  amount  of  steam  consumed  by  the  Perfection  is  not  noticeable  on 
your  boilers.  These  Retorts  are  absolutely  steam  and  water  tight  and  it 
only  takes  enough  steam  to  fill  them  full  and  to  hold  the  steam  to  the  required 
pressure;  as  the  discharge  lines  are  closed  before  the  steam  is  turned  into  the 
Retort.  We  only  use  a three-quarter  steam  line  on  these  Retorts. 

As  a proof  that  the  Perfections  require  but  little  steam  is  the  fact  that 
on  stock  the  temperature  of  the  room,  sixty-eight  to  seventy  degrees,  there 
will  be  only  one-half  to  one  gallon  condensation  from  each  steaming.  This 
small  steam  consumption  is  from  the  fact  that  the  walls  on  these  Retorts 
are  quite  heavy  so  that  the  effect  of  the  atmosphere  on  the  heat  of  the  inside 
of  the  box  is  practically  nothing.  Also,  the  walls  being  heavy  they  hold 
sufficient  heat  to  keep  the  stock  in  perfect  bending  condition  for  several 
hours  without  resteaming. 

Perfections  Are  Fireproof 

These  Retorts  are  absolutely  fireproof.  We  have  had  quite  a lot  of  them 
go  through  fires  in  which  all  other  machinery  was  completely  destroyed,  and 
we  have  never  lost  a single  Perfection  through  any  fires.  This  is  in  itself,  of 
course,  quite  an  item.

HILE  the  principle  of  steaming  under  High  Pressure  was 
embodied  in  the  first  models  of  our  Retorts,  a great  many 
improvements  have  been  made  in  the  style,  shape  and 
convenience  of  our  later  models,  and  our  long  years  of 
experience  with  high  pressure  steaming  has  taught  us  a 
great  many  things  about  steaming  wood  that  we  did  not 
at  first  know.  Today  our  Retorts  are  true  to  their  name 
“Perfection”  and  the  results  obtained  with  the  models 
as  shown  in  this  catalogue  are  almost  perfect. 

In  this  catalogue  are  shown  reproductions  and  photographs  of  the  different 
styles  of  our  Retorts.  We  can  furnish  them  as  you  will  note,  in  different 
cross  sectional  sizes,  of  any  desired  length,  and  open  at  one  or  both  ends. 

Study  the  photo  reproductions  of  our  Retorts  carefully.  Then  kindly 
note  the  pen  picture  on  the  introductory  page,  showing  the  open  method  of 
steaming.  This  drawing  was  made  from  a photograph  taken  in  a large 
bending  plant,  however,  the  steam  clouds  were  so  dense  as  to  make  use  of 
the  actual  photograph  impossible  and  it  was  necessary  to  draw  over  it;  no 
doubt,  you  have  seen  this  same  condition  in  bending  plants  and  if  you  are 
using  the  same  method,  let  us  suggest  that  you  put  in  one  of  our  Retorts 
and  compare  it  with  your  present  process.  You  will  note  according  to  the 
drawing  mentioned  above,  where  the  workmen  is  using  the  exhaust  steam 
or,  in  fact,  any  low  pressure  steam,  that  he  is  compelled  to  stand  close  by 
the  steam  box  door  to  get  out  the  stock.  The  steam  clouds  are  so  dense 
that  he  cannot  see  what  he  is  doing  and  it  is  simply  a matter  of  “grab  and 
take”  whatever  he  can  get  hold  of. 

Perfections  Eliminate  Staining 

The  Perfection  method  of  high  pressure  steaming  eliminates  all  staining 
and  the  stock  comes  from  the  Retort  clean  and  bright,  in  strong  contrast  to 
the  stock  which  comes  from  the  old  style  low  pressure  leaky  steam  boxes. 
The  reason  we  do  not  have  stained  stock  is  from  the  fact  that  the  walls  of 
our  Retorts  are  made  of  a composition  casting,  and  by  our  high  pressure 
method,  we  eliminate  all  the  acids  from  the  stock  which  causes  the  staining. 
At  forty  pounds  pressure,  we  have  two  hundred  and  eighty  degrees  of  heat 
and  this  amount  of  heat  breaks  up  the  sap  cells  and  forces  out  the  acids.
